Credit For Britain.

a c k m the news which predominates in Wa.sh- 
ington dispatches in recent days is the loom­ 
ing fight ov er modification of the Johnson act. 
The law itself is little known to the American peo­ 
ple, although Its father is a grizzled and battle- 
scarred v eteran in the United States senate. 
The 
Johnson act. product of the rigid isolationist v iews 
of Hiram Johnson, of California, contains an ab- 
.solute bar to the extension of credit to a country 
engaged in war. 
The proposal to modify it grows 
out of the increa.sing concern ov er the triumphant 
march of the axis powers, with their announced 
determination to establish a “new order” in Eu­ 
rope, and, as indicated frequently in addresses by 
Hitler and Mu.s.solini, a new “Eurasia,” which means 
a new world.

T will require drastic readjustment of American 
thought to bring popular support to the proposal 
to relax the bars to credit for the British. 
The 
isolated and aloof attitude which dominated this 
country in the beginning month* of the war ev ap­ 
orated when France fell. 
For the first time the 
American people seemed to .see clearly the unmis­ 
takable implication to the axis campaign of con­ 
quest. 
That gradual thawing of millions who had 
prev iously .subscribed to isolation, with the ap­ 
proach of danger in the gradual destruction of 
those barrier* W'hich had held back nazism and 
fascism, was giv en greater im i^tus when appre­ 
ciation of Britain’s imminent dangers became more 
apparent. 
Then for the first time large sections 
of the American people began a.sklng themselv es 
would it be wi.ser for the United States to con­ 
tribute to the defense of the sole remaining bar­ 
rier or gamble against a future ctmflict with Hitler 
and his axis a.ssociates growing larger each month, 
and more powerful.

FTER a bitter fight in congress, with President 
Roosev elt taking the lead in the enactment 
of legislation which m part fortifies the principle 
of the Johnson act, America’s neutrality law was 
enacted. 
It also require.s cash in the purchase of 
munitions of war, stipulates the belligerent pur­ 
chaser shall take title before merchant craft trans­ 
porting supplies clears port, and imposes the addi­ 
tional condition that the ships fly the flag of the 
nation making the purchase and be manned by a 
crew of citizens of that country. 
The neutrality 
act contains other far sighted prov i.^ions. 
It pro­ 
hibits American citizens from v enturing into dan­ 
ger zones and American ships from enter mg the 
waters of the>e prescriized danger zones officially 
designated by the president. 


m ilE echoes of the recent pre.sidenlial campaign 
to some degree, at least, are present in the 
discussions.

Old Fashioned W inter 
rpH O SE reports from northeast Nebra.ska, reports 
of a white blanket of snow to the depth of 
ten inches or more at thi.s season of the year tend 
to confirm the hopes of thousands of people in the 
state for an old-fashioned winter. 
An old fashicyned winter means moisture and 
moisture in abundance. The last v isitation was in 
the winter of 1926-27 w'hen the ground was so 
thoroughly saturated that the supplemental rains 
of summer produced record yields on fields for all 
crops with one single exception. 
Such a splendid job has been done on the farms 
in this state under sev ere conditions of greatly 
curtailed production that the curic« ity of what 
would happen when bulging corn-cribs make it 
possible for Nebraska to produce the hogs and cat­ 
tle of old intrigues speculation. Those old fashioned 
winters were tough while they lasted but they 
paid handsomely in div idends in the ntonths that 
followed.

rpH A T seeming ultimate triumph of Gov ernor 
Payne H. Ratner of Kansas promises to raise 
an unusual issue. Ratner's margin of v ictory, 427 
v otes, was achiev ed when tabulation of the ab­ 
sentee ballots had been completed. The exleniion of 
the franchise to all qualified v oters is desirable 
and it is possibly unfortunate that the outcome 
was determined by the ballots of those not within 
the state, although still retaining residence within 
the state. Howev er there was no suggestion that 
the absentee v ole had been cast in any way except 
that prescribed by law. 


DOCTOR LIS TS REAS ONS FOR 
PERS ONS HAVING M A N Y COLDS 
The term "catching cold" does 
not hav e any exact meaning. The 
medical profession does not know 
what "colds” are and they know 
v ery little about how they arc 
"caught.” The public, in general, 
is not bothered by any such doubts 
about 
terminology. 
Therefore, 
someone can announce a method 
of “curing” a cold or of “prev ent­ 
ing” the catching of cold and no 
discrepancy appears to tiouble 
them. 
One of the commonest of these 
problem.s is the cold which repeats 
itself and recurs time after time. 
These undoubtedly are due not to 
repeated infections 
but 
to 
the 
lighting up of infection that al­ 
ready exists in the sinuses of the 
nose. The common cold confers a 
certain amount of immunity, and 
when a person has a cold he i.s 
u.sually free from it for six months 
or more. 
If. therefore, we fine! a 
fellow catching cold ev ery w'hip- 
stitch we are likely to suppose 
that It is not a cold at all. 
DIfflCtilt to Define. 
In laying the blnme on the 
sinu.ses, howev er, the doctor is 
up against some other difficulties. 
The question ari.ses just when is 
a sinu.s of the nose the seat of 
chronic recuirent infection? 
It is 
pretty diffkult to define a normal 
.‘^inu.s. All the no.^c sinu.ses hav e a 
good many anatomical twists and 
these arc likely to v ary a good 
derl. When diainage is good, and 
r.o sniff lip ^ end nose-blowing is 
trouble.some, and when no obv ious 
infection can be seen in the sinus, 
we may, howev er, sav that it is 
normal. 
It is not easy to infect a normal 
sinus. The nose has its own m eth­ 
ods of defen.se against infection 
and resists becoming the seat of 
chronic inflammation v ery effi­ 
ciently. 
Modern doctors define condi­ 
tions necessary to produce infec­ 
tion of the sinus as follows: 
1. Interference with control of 
the blood v essels of the nose so 
that external conditions—tem per­ 
ature of the skin—will lead to 
anemia or to congestion alter­ 
nately. 
2, Interference with the liv eli­ 
ness of the little brushes on the 
cells 
(ciliary mov ement) which 
normally sweep bacteria that hap-

elect Dwight Griswold. 
‘Tt appears to me.” the fov - 
ernor » aid. "that there should 
be a reduction In property tax 
appropriations for state 
pur* 
pcfes at lea.st equal to the re­ 
duction 
in a-sses« ed v aluation 
trade in 1940. or perhaps an 
e\ en greater reduction, hsv lng 
In mind the reduc*'cn fn rs- 


se.ssmer.t was perhaps not as 
great as the reduction in income 
and the ability to pay. 
“By following .such a course of 
reduction. Nebra.ska can continue 
on its well-known policy of av oid­ 
ing new forms of taxation.”
